England has been taking 
very seriously Jack, Dempsey’s com­ 
ment that pugilistic contests and 
track meets in which he saw women 
contestants in Berlin, are not fit for 
women.

“The supreme value of athletics 
for women is that they fit the girl 
or woman for life. For whatever 
effort she seeks to undertake her 
physical strength is ready. 
‘*No girl or wqpian should be al­ 
lowed to take up any form of gym­ 
nastic training or, aibove all, com­ 
petitive athletics until she has suc­ 
cessfully passed a physical exami­ 
nation. Physical examinations should 
not be content to discover a girl’s 
weak points. They should be classi­ 
fied and the girl should be instruc-

CHILE GROWING 


5 Labor Banks Will 
Function in Union 
Finance of* Nation 


Combined Report Tells the 
First Complete Story of 
Selling Status. 


(By the Associated Press) 
LONDON, June 20.—The rapid re­ 
covery of German trade with Chile 
since file war is emphasized in a 
report of the Department of Over­ 
seas Trade. 
Chile like many other countries, 
the report .slays, owes to British 
enterprise and capital its position 
as a factor in the world’s markets 
today. 
The first British firm was estab­ 
lished 
there 
three-quarters 
of 
a 
century ago and was followed short­ 
ly by many others. The Germans 
were not long in taking up a second 
position in the field, followed in 
very recent years by the United 
States. Some years before the war 
Germany became a strong competitor 
of Great Britain, and the United 


j States steadily gained ground. From 
the outbreak of the war, however, 
everything went in favor of the Uni­ 
ted States and from 0 1 5 to 1919 
they 
secured 
all 
Germany’s 
lost 
trade, plus about IO percent of the 
British. 
“There is every indication’’, con­ 
cludes the report, “that the British • 
manufacturer has now more to fear 1 
from German copetition than from j 
American. German imports to Chile j 
increased from 
52,000 pounds In 
1919 to 1,580,000 pounds in 1920 
and a very marked progress will 
probably be noticeable in German 
trade with C httrvrhen figures are 
available for the present year/*

merchandise and. operationg costs, 
until 1921, when the sum of these 
factors was just a fraction less than 
$1.01, as compared with the dollar 
received fft>m the consumer. The 
average hardware profit for the en­ 
tire period covered by the survey 
was approximately 5 1-3 cents on i 
each dollar received.

Heat May Weaken Weevil 
Boll weevils, in bottles, boxes, cap­ 
sules and various other containers 
are being received daily in our mail 
from the southeastern part of the 
state. Many different kinds of in­ 
sects are being identified along with 
the boll weevils and answers returnd 
as promptly as possible to persons 
making requests. 
Controversies and wagers frequent­ 
ly have arisen in various localities 
relative to the identity of the boll 
weevil. The insects in question gen­ 
erally are sent here for final de­ 
termination. In such cases we use 
a high powered microscope and re- 
tirn a true indictment, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that some fellow prob­ 
ably has lost a bet and as payment 
is to eat a live boll weevil. 
The boll weevils now present are 
old ones that developed last fall. 
Some are below normal and m<any 
are above normal in size but all ap­ 
pear to be perfectly normal from the 
standpoint o£/ health. They will re­ 
main until they have laid eggs in the 
cotton squares for the first brood. 
We might, therefore, conclude that 
under present conditions there is no 
hope 
for a 
cotton crop, but 
we 
should not be discouraged because 
there are many mitigating circum­ 
stances. If God doesn’t help the man 
it is evident that He won't help the 
bug. If, however, man will properly, 
use the laws of nature, God will 
certainly help him. 
Already the laws of nature seem 
to be responding favorably. The op­ 
posite extreme to the spring wet 
weather seems to be approaching. 
One thing that is of great import­ 
ance and of less. expense and also 
necessary regardless of boll weevil 
infestation is proper cultivation. Cot­ 
ton should be cultivated once a week 
throughout the regular period of 
culture. The sulture should be of 
such a nature as to cause the field 
to Have a 
still mulch, be free 
of weeds and clods and be smooth, 
except 
that 
the 
middles 
between 
the rows should be slightly lower 
than the rows. 
Do not cultivate so as to damage 
the cotton roots as this will cause 
the fruit to shed. Early deep culti­ 
vation may be given, blit later culti­ 
vation should be sh3^4?l * 
The results desired as obtiainable 
from this system of culture are as 
follows: This cotton plant food in 
the soil will be available for con­ 
tinuous growth. The agitation of the 
plants by the wind (and to a certain 
extend, by the process of culture) 
will cause infested squares to collect 
on 
the ground 
near 
the 
middles 
where the maximum am ount of heat 
predominates. If the weather hap­ 
pens to be favorable, a partial crbp 
at least can be expected.
